Since  1959  the  United  States  Air  Force  Academy  has  hosted,  in  association  with 
the  American  Assembly  of  Columbia  University,  the  annual  Academy  Assembly.  The 
American  Assembly  was  founded  by  President  Eisenhower  as  a  forum  for  informed 
discussion  of  public  issues  by  college  students.  This  Forty-fifth  Academy  Assembly  is 
being  held  at  the  U.S.  Air  Force  Academy,  4-7  February  2003. 

In  support  of  the  Academy  Assembly,  the  Directorate  of  Libraries  produces  a 
special  bibliography  of  Air  Force  Academy  library  materials  relevant  to  the  current  year's 
theme.
